J. W. DavU and Nebraska 


Governor Comprise Dem- 
ocratic Ticket For Elec- 
tion Next November — 
New Precedent Set By 
Convention in Way of Is- 
sues, Clashes and Record 
Balloting.

TORK, July 10 — John W. 
Davis, of West Virginia. and 
GOT. Charles W. Bryan, of Ne- 
braska, arc the Democratic party's 
candidates for 
president 
and 
vice-president. 


Emerging on the 103rd ballot as 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion's choice for the presidential 
nomination, the West 
Virginia 
lawyer and diplomat swept away 
treat waves of bitterness churned 
up during the 15 preceding days 
of stormy conflict. Then, taking 
command immediately, the new 
head of the party guided the con- 
vention swiftly toward the selec- 
tion of his running mate, the 
brother of William J. Bryan, his 
most vigorous opponent through- 
out the balloting. 


When the convention adjourned 
at 2:24 a. m. today, it had filled 
many new pages of political his- 
tory, rising In dramatic 
force 
from the violent struggle twelve 
days ago over naming the K. K. K. 
in the party platform through the 
record-breaking deadlock between 
the supporters of Wm. G- McAdoo 
and Gov. Alfred E. Smith that 
held through 100 ballots before a 
presidential nomination "as in 
sight. And in the closing scenes 
came a new precedent In the per- 
sonal appearance of the nominee 
to acknowledge his gratitude, and 
bis prompt assumption of com- 
mand. 
The final adjournment that marked 


the formal ending- of the convention 
came 
two 
minutes after 
Governor 
Bryan had been declared nominated 
for the vice-presidency, rt was ac- 
complished 
with a 
single 
ballot. 
through the changing of many votes 
that eliminated most of the 
thirty 
names that first appeared, but it was 
not made unanimous^ The weary del- 
egates had- finished their work. 


Not all of the scars suffered in the 


long struggle had been healed at the 
eng despite that the votes which lift- 
ed the Davis forces to victory, had 
come from both of the principal con- 
tending groups that had fought each 
other to a standstill for more than a 
week 
A handful of die-hards in the Mc- 
Adoo and 
Smith camps, 
howe-ver. 


took no part in the colorful and har- 
monious conclusion. 
j 
When the balloting for the pres- 1 
idential nomination turned definitely. 
away from their idols, many of the 
leaders in the long fight for McAdoo 
and some of those who had strug- 
gled with equal zeal for Gov. Smith 
were absent 
for the first time in 
days, but others were on hand ex- 
pressing happiness in the decision. 


Gov. 
Smith himself, after sending 
Mr. Davis a message of "best wishes 
for success and my promise of heart- 
iest support." accepted an invitation 
to address the convention last night 
and reiterated his pledge. 
'Tll take off my coat and vest.' he 
said, "and so will everybody else who 
follows me In this state, and do what 
we can to improve conditions in the 
United States by the election of the 
ticket." 
A similar invitation extended to 


Mr. McAdoo was not accepted and' he 
made no comment beyond a message 
to Mr. Davis, saying "please accept 
congratulations 
on 
your 
nomina- 


tion^" It was said at the almost de- 
serted campaign headquarters of the 
California candidate that he and his 
family would sail in a fevr days for 
Europe. 
William J. Bryan, 
although 
as- 
serting he would "support the ticket. 
was clearly disappointed at first, but 
his spirits rose as developments pro- 
pressed toward the nomination of his 
brother for the vice presidency and at 
the end he was smiling broadly, con- 
vinced. lie told friends, that the de- 
cision to put the western governor on 
the ticket assured a .campaign for 
progressive nrinciples.

Lancions informants say the rebel 
resistance in Sao Paulo is not limited 
to the- Luz Barracks, adding: "The 
bombardment is general and very se- 
vere in the principal streets. The re- 
sistance given by the rebels led to the 
embarkation of new reinforcements of 
federal forces Wednesday from Rio 
Janeiro for Santos, to proceed by land 
to Sao Paulo 
"It is felt that the situation in Rio 
is insecure. 
A certain effervescence 
and restlessness is evident. Travelers 
are advised not to go to Rio for the 
present." 
The advices from Port Alegre say 
that the insurrectionary movement 
"has 
attained considerable propor- 


tions and appears to be aggravated by 
the fact t>>at other states appear to be 
joining the Sao Paulo rebels" and 
add.

Pool, former cashier of a bank at 
Virgillna. was in a. local hospital to- 
day awaiting his formal commitment 
to the state penitentiary to where he 
was sentenced yesterday for fifteen 
years after h«S pleaded guilty in Hust- 
ings Court here to misappropriating 
the bank's funds 
Whether he will 


actually serve any of his prison term, 
however, depends upon his physical 
condition. 


Pool, suffering from tuberculosis of 


the kidneys and, in the opinion of at- 
tending physicians, with only a few 
months to live, was taken into court 
on a stretcher 
The pale, emaciated 


man—he has lost thirty-five pounds 
in weight since March—could barely 
make himself heard as he whispered 
a plea of "guilty" to frwo of the nine 
counts in the indictment against him 
and by agreement of counsel sentence 
was fixed at fifteen years imprison- 
ment.

Pleas of Pool's attorneys that the 
sentence be suspended for the moral 
effect it might have upon the prisoner 
were opposed gy Commonwealth's At- 
torney James S- JEasley of Halifax 
county and were denied by Judge D 
C. Richardson, before "whom the case 
was heard on a. change of venue. The 
Halifax county official agreed, how- 
ever, that Pool might remain in the 
hospital In charge of prison officials, 
providing he paj's the difference be- 
tween the cost of his treatment there 
and the cost of treatment under the 
state's care. If the prisoner's condi- 
lon permits, he will be operated on 
again with the hope of prolonging his 
life.The nine indictments against Pool, 
charged him with making false en- 
tries, falsely certifying his accounts 
to the state corporation commission 
and embezzling more than $160,000 of 
the bank's funds.

The issues are 
more likely to be national problems, 
the record of the Republican con- 
gress, the capacity of the Republican 
party to rule based on the four years 
gone by and the capacity of the Dem- 
ocrats to govern based on the eight 
vears they were in power. The strug- 
gles of members of the House and 
Senate for re-election as well as the 
state contests will furnish local is- 
sues which here and ther» will in- 
fluence the fate of the national tickets 
of all parties.

keeper uses a machine called a honey 
extractor, removes the honey Ironi 
the combs and sends the "emptlei 
back to the beea to be filled again. 
Thus a great saving is made In th«> 
bees' time Just when they are busiest 


A honey extractor Is a sort of metal 


tank about as large as a barrel, with 
a screened framework Inside made to 
whirl around at the ratf of 280 revo- 
lutions per mlnuto. 
Honey for ex- 
tracting comes In large combs about 
8x18 
Inches 
When the bees have 


filled and capped the combs the bee- 
man pares off the capping with a 
sharp knife and places the combs in 
the "baskets" inside the extractor, 
which 19 then put in motion, and the 
hone-combs go whirling like a regu- 


r hQJney "merry-go-round.," and tu.a. 


few mTnutSs "all the honey hag b«en 
whirred dut of 'one side and Is jarlP1 
plnr down Inside the -extractor. When 
one side- of the comb Is cleared of 
honey the "baskets" are reversed, 
and the process reneated until tne 
other side is emptied. The combs are 
now read" for the bees to flu again, 
while the honey is drawn off Into a 
tank and strained, throf'h cheese- 
cloth o rwlrc, and Is leady for use. 
Not all beekeepers extract their

HEW YORK. July »— John Wll- 


llmfn Davis, the Democratic nominee 
for president was born in Clarksburg. 
W. Vs., in 1871, the only son in a fam- 
ily of six children. Hla father. John 
3. Davis, also a native of Clarksburg. 
was an attorney and was constantly 
active in civil enterprises 
He served 


in the legislature sof the state and was 
twice elected to Congress. Mrs Anna 
Kennedy Davis, the mother of John 
W.' Davis, was a native of Baltimore 


Mr. Davis wkas an alert student, 


being graduated from Washington and 
Lee University at the age of Id After 
receiving his Bachelor of Arts degree. 
he spent three-years studying law and 
won th law degree at th« age of 22, 
In 1896, he was admitted to the bar 
the same year. 


The. following year he returned to 
the university to become professor of 
law. 
He taught one year, then began 


the practice of law in Clarksburg in 
partnership with his father 


When in 1898 the Democrats of his 


town sought to send him to the house 
of delegates, the lower house of the 
If) Mature, he was reluctant to inter- 
rupt his professional practice and re- 
fused the nomination 
He finally ac- 


ceded, however, and was elected easi-

If bedbugs are found in a cabin, 


about the simplest method of killing 
them is the 
profuse use* of 
boiling 


•water. 
They do not stand heat well, 


and even though the temperature of 
the water falls rapidly, any of it that 
is over 120 degrees F. when it hits 
the bug or it* eggs will destroy. fh« 
bugs secrete 
themselves 
in 
cracks

Despite the howls against it, the 
simple Copp circuit remains most 
popular of all. There are three rea- 
sons for this: 


It is cheap It is easy to build. It 


is easy to control.

A single tube receiver of this 
type can tune in easily on stations up 
to 500 miles and even 1.0*0 miles 
away, under good atmospheric con- 
ditions.
